No doubt sickened, as were the voters, 
by the campaigns of some candidates for 
Fulton judgeships, the Grand Jury strong- 
ly urged adoption of probationary ap- 

tment by the Governor of Superior 
urt Judges from lists of acceptable can- 
didates < gom by the Bar Association. 

After the probationary period had ex- 
pired the judge’s qualificatiorts again 
would be reviewed by the Bar Association 
and if still found qualified he would be 
continued in office on good behavior. 

Certainly the dignity of the courts was 
not enhanced by the type campaign con- 
ducted by some candidates in this county. 
The spectacle was so revolting that the 
Exectuive Committee of the Atlanta Law- 
yers’ Club last Friday felt it necessary to 
deplore it with a resolution which stated: 
“Such conduct tends to bring the judiciary 
and the bar generally into public disre- 

ute and to degrade the judicial races of 
ulton County.” 


Endorsing the Plan of Improvement,

Senator Taft 
Looks Backward 


It is a pity Senator Taft did not exer- 
cise the same restraint in regard to the 
Korean situation as did his party’s elder 
statesman, Herbert Hoover. 

While supporting in principle Presi- 
dent Truman’s decision to send armed 
aid to South Korea, Senator Taft said the 
President’s action was a complete reversal 
of the policy formerly pursued by Secre- 
tary of State.Acheson and that he ought 
to resign. 3 

Senator Taft is accustomed to speak- 
ing his mind, regardless of the time or 
occasion. He long has argued for a 
stronger stand in the Far East and has 
urged the Administration to protect For- 
mosa from Communist invasion. That 
view has been shared by Mr. Truman’s 
own Defense Department but opposed by 
the State Department. 

Before making his decision to inter- 
vene in Korea, Mr. Truman notified the 
Defense Department that the old argu- 
ments would be of no weight. Here was 
a new situation calling for new ways of 
dealing with it. Our decisiog would be 
in light of developments, not upon the 
basis of circumstances existing prior to 
aggression. 

That Secretary Acheson agreed with 
Mr. Truman’s ultimate decision is a mat- 
ter of record. In fact, the Secretary of 
State changed his position immediately 
upon the invasion of the South Korean 
Republic by the Communists. Events 
changed his mind just as they persuaded 
the President that an entirely new situa- 
tion called for entirely new tactics. 

The fact is, a stronger hand in the Far 
East would have been of dubious prac- 
ticality prior to the Korean invasion. 

Senator Taft has spoken the — 
words at the wrong time. His deman 
has served to create the illusion else- 
where, notably in Iron Curtain countries 
served by controlled press and radio, that 
there is wide disagreement over this 
country’s action. The reverse is, of course, 
true. Not only within the Administration 
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day’s elections, there should be no undue 
delay in carrying out the Plan. 

The Grand Jury was impressed with 
the unty Manager. Mr. Fuller was 
called before the body and “showed him- 
self fully aware of the problems of the 
County and City and convinced the mem- 
bers of this Jury that he is well qualified 
for the position.” That should be a fur- 
ther warning to County Commissioners 
and political hangers-on who have made 
the Manager’s job as difficult as possible. 
The people have spoken twice. The Grand 
Jury has added its endorsement not mere- 
ly of the system but of the man. Now 
let the Manager manage. 

No one can forget the 37-day trolley 
strike. The Grand Jury reiterated the 
general view that the next session of the 
Legislature ought to outlaw strikes in 
public utilities. “There is no denying the 
right of any group to organize in support 
of its contention for more favorable work- 
ing conditions,” said the report, “but when 
such a group serves the general public it 
is responsible to the public for continua- 
tion of such service.” 

That was well put. It is time the law 
was mended. 

The Grand Jury cleared the contro- 
versy over operation of the Municipal 
Airport. On the whole it found condi- 
tions there good, but made recommenda- 
tions for changes which ought to be 
heeded. 

It suggested a central accounting sys- 
tem which would save the County money 
and provide more ready fiscal controls. 

The Grand Jury is to be thanked for 
a fine and informative job.

It 
also furnishes the Easter Seals, for which 
Georgia Elks must find a substitute, since 
the national organization owns the copy- 
right. 

Georgia Elks are electing to carry on 
alone a work that long has been a co- 
operative national effort. Only a small 
percentage of the proceeds go to the Na- 
tional Society. 

Knowing Georgia Elks are interested 
only in what will bring the greatest bene- 
fit to Georgia children, we suggest that 
effects of the break be seriously consid- 
ered before it is made final. .

Georgia’s 1950 population total, reported in

The State gained 294,397 people in the last ten years. But ap- 
proximately half that gain is accounted for by the three counties 
comprising the Atlanta metropolitan area alone. The vast majority 
of the State’s counties actually lost population. 

The State’s increase—from 3,123,723 in 1940 to 3,418,120 in 1950 
—appears fairly creditable at first appearance even though it rep- 
resents an increase of only nine percent and the national average 
will be nearer fifteen. But consider the fact that ours is one of 
the nation’s highest birth rates. Georgia occasionally has a bad 
year for peaches or cotton. But we never miss a crop of young’uns. 

According to the State Department of Health, there were 800,179 
persons born in Georgia in the past.ten years. Only 294,449 died. 
Theoretically, that should have left us a net increase of 505,730. 
But it didn’t work out that way; 211,333 more people left Geor- 
gia in the last ten years than came here. 

That’s why the vast majority of the State’s smaller counties have 
‘lost population even though, in some instances, there are more 
people in their county-seats than there were ten years ago. 

There is nothing to be gained by ignoring or attempting to mini- 
mize the significance of the trend. There is no sense in taking an 
inventory unless. you make use of it. | 

The fact, unpalatable though it be, is that populationwise Geor- 
gia is going backward. Too many of our citizens are giving up 
and moving away. We are not attracting others in sufficient 
quantity to offset their loss. 

How long are we going to allow it te continue before we get 
down to a concerted, concrete plan of doing something about it?

Ghost or Not, 
We're the Goat 


WASHINGTON—Government sources are un- 
earthing some smelly business in connection with 
the now defunct Lustron Corporation, the Colum- 

bus, Ohio, prefabricated housing concern that went into receiver- 
ship after borrowing $37,500,000 from the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. 

This is the outfit that paid Sen. Joe McCarthy, of Wisconsin, 
$10,000 for writing a 9,000-word booklet on housing two years 
ago to promote the company’s product—one of the highest paid 
writing jobs of record. 

The late President Coolidge received no higher rate than that 
for a series of articles he did for the Saturday Evening Post after 
retiring from the White House some years ago. Likewise, McCarthy, 
an unknown until he made the headlines a few months back with 
his irresponsible charges about Communists in the State Depart- 
ment, received a rate comparable to that paid the Duke of Windsor 
by Life Magazine recently. 


Every professional writer will agree that the 
Too Much money paid the Wisconsin Senator was out of 
all proportion to the service rendered, measured either by name 
or literary value. It had all the earmarks of being a handout. 

The receiver for the Lustron Corporation has pronounced 
McCarthy’s conduct as “unethical.” That would seem to be true 
from the fact that the material from which the articles was pre- 
pared was gathered during a 30,000-mile tour the Senator made as 
vice chairman of the Joint Congressional Committee on Housing. 
The Government paid for the cost of the tour, and, as the receiver 
has said, “What the Government pays for belongs to the Govern- 
ment.” 

On top of this comes the charge that the housing booklet sold 
by McCarthy for $10,000 was prepared for him by the Federal 
Housing and Home Finance Ageéncy’s press section. CIO Housing 
Director Leo Goodman has said that McCarthy “may have rewrit- 
ten the material somewhat... but there is no question of where 
it originated or of who did most of the original spadework.” 

Here then is a case of where the Government paid the cost 
of a survey by a congressional committee which gathered the ma- 
terial, paid the agency which put the material in shape for an 
article, and, through the RFC loan, provided the money for pay- 
ing McCarthy, who himself was already on the Government pay- 
roll as a Senator. The taxpayer got it going and coming there, 
since all monies involved came from Government sources. 

The whole business smells to high heaven, including McCarthy’s 
effort to pass it over lightly with the statement that he merely 
“sold to the highest bidder.” The answer to that is there were no 


other bidders. 

. But the McCarthy deal is not the only smelly 
Bogus Bill business that has come out of the defunct com- 
pany. The Senate Banking and Currency Committee, now look- 
ing into the situation, produced evidence the other day to indi- 
cate that a Chicago concern “fraudulently over-billed” Lustron 
Corporation for $500,000 on tractors that were never delivered. 

Lustron, it appears, paid for the delivery of some 40 tractors 
which it did not get. The thing that looks bad about it is that an 
interlocking directorship existed between the two companies. The 
Chicago outfit, Commercial Home Equipment, operatéd by John 
and James Gottlieb, also had as a principal Paul O. Buckley, a 
director of Lustron. Among the false representations brought out 
by the RFC examiner was that the Chicago concern claimed to 
have had $252,000 in paid-in capital at the time of the transaction 
when, as a matter of fact, it had but $2,000. 

The evidence, which is being turned over to the Department 
of Justice for action, indicates that the Government has taken a 
beating all the way through in the Lustron case. If the $10,000 
paid Sen. McCarthy seems puny in comparison with some of the 
bigger money involved, it involves a point of ethics no less im- 
portant. 

In part compensation for their losses, the taxpayers who put up 
the $37,500,000 sunk into the company have a right to demand that 
the Department of Justice go into the case thoroughly. It would be 
interesting, for one thing, to know who put such a high rating on 
Sen. McCarthy’s alleged ghost -writings—and why.

When Gene Talmadge, the father, ran for 
Governor the last time—he did not live to serve 
—he lost in popular -votes, but was elected by 
county unit votes, thus proving the efficacy of 
his strategy which he expressed by saying he 
never campaigned in a county which had a street

That minority election—the first time it had 

_ happened in the case of governor—caused a re- 
vulsion in Georgia against the system among 
the almost disfranchised city voters, including 
increasingly politically conscious labor. The sys- 
tem also defeated Helen Douglas Mankin, who 
got a majority of popular votes in her race for 
re-election te the House from Georgia’s Fifth

District, which includes Atlanta, but a minority 
of county unit votes. 

No relief is possible in the Legislature, for 
there, too, the rural counties control. So to the 
courts went two successive cases. That event- 
ually came to’the Supreme Court which held, 
in each instance, that it could not intervene; 
but in the second, decided only recently, there 
was a vigorous dissent by Justices Black and 
Douglas which held that the system infringed 
fundamental rights of citizens, saying, “One of 
these rights is the right to vote, and to have it 
counted—and to have it counted at full value.” 

The court’s opinion was hailed by the Tal- 
madgites. Governor Talmadge put through the 
Legislature some time ago a Constitutional 
amendment, to be voted on at the general elec- 
tion in November, which would extend the 
system, also to genera] elections.

“But when the factory tried to deliver them, 
you refused to accept them,” insisted Senator 
Fulbright: “And you overcharged Lustron $50,- 
000 a month.”

Some people, with the best -in- 
tentions in the world, bring do- 
mestic help into their homes on 
a basis which has no possible 
outcome but dissatisfaction. But 
because there is so little way 
to pin down rules concerning 
home employees, there is al- 
most no’way to go about break- 
ing in a maid and a mistress to 
each other, without simply going 
at the business hit or miss. 

Because the duties of the do- 
mestic helper are so general, and 
may vary so, according to the 
home in which she works, there 
is no way of saying, “This you 
may expect of an employee.” 
And because the homes which 
are the places of employment 
vary just as greatly as do the 
people who live in them, it is 
impossible to specify, “This you 
may expect of a job.” 

The minimum wage ideal 
which has touched almost every 
field of employment, has only 
breathed gently on the home- 
employment field, for one sim- 
ple but. powerful reason. The 
service of domestic help is a 
replacement, a duplication of 


the most averworked, under- 
paid, unskilled labor group in 
the world: The housewife. And 
there isn’t much way to change 
the popular conception of the 
worth of services rendered. Al- 
most no school dignifies the oc- 
cupation to the extent of offer- 
ing courses of training in home 
work, and even experience is 
not at a premium, since it is 
considered that anyone with a 
reasonable. amount of intelli- 
gence can learn housework. 
Wage standardization is im- 
possible as long as the incomes 
of employers vary as much as 
they do. There is a saying among 
the wealthy that if you have 
to ask the price of a yacht, you 
can’t afford it. It is impossible 
to say that the same rule ap- 
plies to home helpers, for many 
conditions make it absolutely 
necessary to have someone tak- 
ing over part or all of the du- 
ties. That is why a great con- 
tradiction exists. The services 
which are the most intimate, 
the most demanding, and which 
require the most loyalty and de- 
votion are the most difficult to 
compensate. The market for 
household assistance is one of 
the few markets where the-cash 
value of the commodity is de- 
termined by the ability of the 


buyer to pay. It is a sad fact: 


that the home which needs do- 
mestic help most is often least 
able to afford it. Conversely,

The domestic servant has little 
luck to determine into which 
kind of job she may fall. The 
abilities which the upper-brack- 
et employer is seeking are the 
same abilities which the mod- 
estly situated employer needs, 
and there is no way yet devised 
to equalize the opportunity and 
the returns. 

But because it is a field in 
which there is a definite need, 
and because there is not much 
hope for mending its wrongs 
except by the slow-moving 
processes of time, the greatest 
need is for an understanding 
of the existing problems, and a 
genuine effort to solve them on 
the part of both employer and 
employee.

“Win Men’s Minds,’ 


Sen. Benton’s Plea 


WASHINGTON, July 2(P)—A 
proposal to beat back Communism 
with a free flow of ideas on an 
ambitious scale will get public 

support this week from Gen. 
Dwight Eisenhower, Secretary of 
State Acheson and an imposing 
list of prominent figures. . 

Sen. Benton, Democrat, Conn., 
said Sunday they will testify at 
public hearing this week before 
Senate Foreign Relations subcom- 
mittee hearings on a “Marshall 
Plan of Ideas.” 

Benton, freshman Senator, 
former advertising man and one- 
time State Department official, has 
enlisted support of a dozen other 
senators for an intensified drive 
to counter and overtake the world 
wide propaganda efforts of Com- 
munism. 

Their main theme is that the 
United States and its Allies in 
the battle against Communism 
around the globe, must find ways 
to pierce the so-called Iron Cur- 
tain and reach the eyes, ears and 
minds of people now getting only 
ee - controlled informa- 

On. 

Sen. Benton calls the “cold war” 
between Russia and the United 
States “a struggle for the minds 
and loyalties of mankind.” 

Although actively supporting ef- 
forts to aid anti-Communist forces 
with dollars and arms, Benton said 
this country must remember that 
“bullets, bombs, shells and flame 
do not change mén’s minds or win 
their loyalty.” 

“The mental gap is more dan- 
gerous than the dollar gap,” Ben- 
ton said and urged the Senate to 
endorse this program to close it: 

1, Steady pressure through the 
United Nations and diplomatic 
channels for “freedom of the 
press” for all kinds of communi- 
cation media. 

2. More support for UNESCO 
(United Nations Educational 
Scientific and Cultural Organiza- 
tion) and the program of exchang- 
ing students with foreign nations. 

3. Developmem of an uncen- 
sored world wide radio communi- 
cations network able to reach all 
receiving sets. 

Benton said the present “Voice 
of America” radio broadcasts to 
foreign nations are “a whisper” 
because Congress has been stingy 
on appropriations. 

Sen. Elbert Thomas, Democrat, 
Utah, heads the Foreign Relations 
sub-committee which opens hear- 
ings Wednesday on the program.
